1 9 — The trial of 
twelve anarchists arrested last 
tem b er for conspiracy against 
life 
of 
the 
emperor, began 
m orning. The proceedings are secret. 
baris, Feb. IO.—A bomb similar in 
its construction to those used by Vall­ 
iant and Henry was found yesterday 
on the staircase of the police station in 
the Rue du Temple, one of the oldest 
and busiest streets of the city, and 
which leads to the Hotel du Ville. On 
this street is the Marche du Temple, 
occupying the site of the Tour du 
Temple, which during the revolution 
was used as a prison of the roj^al 
family. 
Anarchist Henry made a further con­ 
fession to the police yesterday, and as 
a result of it his mother’s house was 
searched last n ig h t 
The police found 
much chemical apparatus and a num­ 
ber of letters and photographs, includ­ 
ing a group of tw enty anarchists. All 
of these things will prove valuable to 
the police in their efforts to arrest the 
other anarchists who were implicated 
in the plot w ith Henry. 
Henry also 
divulged the names of several of his 
anarchist friends, and their arrests are 
expected to take place in a short time. 
B a rc e lo n a , Feb. 
19.—Six of the 
leading anarchists who have been ar­ 
rested have confessed th a t they were 
accomplices in the attem pt upon the 
life of the civil government. 
This at­ 
tem pt, they say, was an act of venge­ 
ance for the death of Pallas. They de­ 
clared their comrades who have not 
been arrested would avenge them.

ID.—Fire partly de­ 
stroyed the Illinois State building at 
Jackson park 
yesterday afternoon. 
As there has been no fire in or around 
the building for m onths the only con­ 
clusion the firemen could reach was 
th at the fire, like the others at the 
F air grounds recently, was started by 
incendiaries. 
Wreckers have been a t 
work tearing down the building for 
some time. 
All the flooring had been 
removed, and in fact there was little 
if anything left standing but the staff - 
ncased shelL 
The loss, therefore, 
was nominal. 
Four thousand dollars* 
w orth of lumber was destroyed, but 
the loss will not fall on the South 
park commissioners. 
Sloan & Co. re­ 
cently purchased the structure for 
SI, 650. 
The fire was discovered by a park 
’policeman and an arm was turned in at 
at 2:50 p. rn. 
The blaze started in the 
southeast corner of the building* and 
confined to the east end, which 
destroyed. 
A brisk southeast 
wind was blowing and the whole build­ 
ing 
was 
threatened. 
The 
east 
end 
was 
blazing 
briskly, 
and 
the flames were sweeping rapidly 
along 
the 
rem nants of the roof 
toward the center, but the work of the 
firemen proved effective. 
In a few 
minutes after the engines got to work 
the fire was under control, and by 
3:30 o’clock there were only smolder­ 
ing embers le ft The fire was drowned 
out. 
Experience has taught the fire­ 
men how to tight a World's Fair blaze. 
Axes were brought into play, holes 
were cut through the staff shell in ad 
vane© of the flames and a stream di­ 
rected through the opening 
made 
short work of it 
Four of the firemen barely escaped 
death when the fire was a t its height 
L ieut Drew, 
w ith Firemen James 
Gallagher, John Nolan and Linne- 
barger of Company 71, had taken a 
lead of hose up on the roof as near as 
they could get to the flames. 
The 
frail structure was already tottering. 
Marshal O’Malley saw their danger 
and shouted to them to come down. 
They ran for their lives toward a stair­ 
ways. 
Just as they got out of harm ’s 
way the whole east end of the build­ 
ing, including the part where they had 
been working, fell in w ith a crash. 
The crowd th at had been watching the 
four men in suspense sent up a cheer 
when it saw they had escaped.

Almost Complete Suspension of that In­ 
dustry lo the United States. 


T r e n t o n , N. J., Fob. 19.—When the 
whistles in this city blew this morn­ 
ing to summon workmen to toil some­ 
where between 3,000 and 4,000 pottery 
employes did not respond. 
They have 
not, 
technically 
speaking, struck. 
N either have they been discharged. 
B ut they have refused to accept the 
new scale of wages, much lower than 
the old, and the result is a well under­ 
stood intention on the part of the 
employers to lock the doors and 
an equally emphatic unanimous de­ 
term ination of the men not to apply 
for admission. 
W ith the potters went 
out also more than 1,000 other em­ 
ployes, and the misunderstanding be­ 
tween the men and their employers 
affect nearly 5,000 persons in this city 
alone. 
Simultaneously with the lock­ 
out here a t least as many more men 
employed in and about th at other cen­ 
ter of the same industry, East Liver­ 
pool, Ohio, quit work under exactly 
similar conditions. 
There is, there­ 
fore, an indefinite and almost com­ 
plete suspension of crockery pottery 
m anufacturing in the United States. 


Directory of Cincinnati Anarchists. 
C in c i n n a t i, Ohio, Feb. 19.—Chief of 
Police Deitsch of this city, who caused 
the arrest of Anarchist Temmen last 
night, has in his office a complete di­ 
rectory, giving the name, occupation, 
residence aud personal history of every 
anarchist or person of anarchistic ten­ 
dency in the city. 
This directory also 
classifies the anarchists as extreme, 
moderate, and semi anarchistic. There 
are, all told, 120 in the city, and all 
their movements are watched. 
They 
have no separate organization. 


Law Not In Favor With 
Lawyers. 
D es M o in e s, Iowa, Feb. 19.—The 
question of the constitutionality of the 
loeal option law has frequently been 
urged by people who have appeared 
before the committees of the legisla­ 
ture on suppression of intemperance. 
It is claimed by some th at if such a 
law were enacted in Iowa it would be 
contrary to the constitution and there­ 
fore void. 
Many eminent lawyers of

A Car Suspended 200 Feet Above the Tea-- 
nessee River at Rossville. 
K n o x v ille , 
Tenn., 
Feb. 
IO.—A, 
frightful accident occurred yesterday 
afternoon by which Oliver I^edger- 
wood, a young lawyer, was killed and 
two others slightly injured. 
A car upon cables crosses the T en­ 
nessee river just below the city and is 
operated by a stationary engine on th* 
north bank of the river. 
While the 
cage with eight occupants was near 
the bluff on the opposite side of the 
river the cable broke and the car 
dashed down the incline a t a fearful 
speed. 
The violent motion of the car 
caused the cable to wrap around it* 
and when w ithin about 200 feet of the 
ground crushed it as though it were 
an eggshell. 
Olivee Lidgerwood, a 
prominent young attorney of this city, 
was struck on the head, killing him 
Instantly. The rem awning occupants eft 
the car attem pted to jump out of the 
windows into the river, but were re­ 
strained by the brakeman. 
Finally a tug was secured and a n ­ 
chored directly beneath the dangling 
ear and the survivors were rescued by 
means cf a rope, each descending hand 
over hand. At the coroner's inquest it 
was discovered th at the cable had been 
partially severed by an unknown per­ 
son.

O l a t h e , Kan., Feb. 19.—A man en­ 
gaged in sinking a well on a farm 
owned by Jacob Smith placed a stick 
of dynamite in the cook stove oven to 
thaw out. 
Mrs. Smith and her daugh­ 
ter-in-law soon after went to work in 
the kitchen. 
The dynamite exploded, 
blowing the stove into atoms, wreck­ 
ing a portion of the house, and prob­ 
ably fatally injuring the two women.

ada by his rich old uncle, Daniel Stone, 
whose blindness made bim incapable

the 
largest 
farm 
in 
southern 
Wisconsin. 
From 
the 
start 
Ashton 
was

loved by the old man and time made 
the friendship closer. 
Then trouble 
came. 
Daniel was assaulsed in the 
dark; a detective was hired, who de­ 
cided, he says, that Ashton clubbed 
him, and Ashton 6et to work to cause 
the 
old man to lay it to hid wife. 
Saturday 
night 
the 
detective 
told Mrs. Stone his business and Sun­ 
day morning Ashton was to be charged 
with the crime by the detective. 
Sun­ 
day morning Mrs. Stone disapp ared 
and her crushed and mutilated body 
was found in the cistern. 
Ashton 
was indicted by a grand jury for the 
murder. 
Then came the trial. 
There never 
was a more sensational one held in 
Wisconsin. 
Able counsel fought the 
case with all the arts and skill known 
to the legal profession . 
Both sides 
were confident that they would be sue 
cessful but the jury found the defend­ 
ant guilty on the first ballot. 
A mo­ 
tion for a new trial was overruled by 
Judge Bennett and Ashton was sent 
to Madison until the supreme court 
could open on the case. 
Before he 
was taken to Madison, he had been 
quartered in the Jefferson jail and 
it was there that he cm tracted the 
fatal disease.

Janesville Friends Will Be Glad 
To Hear That He Has Been Rec- 
ognized—The Appointment to Be 
Made Soon.

a mild one and that his chances for 
recovery were good. 
Close upon the 
heels of this cheering word came the 
announcement of his death. 
Janesville bas never had a case half 
so romantic as the one that this last 
chapter closes. 
Two months ago Ash­ 
ton’s show for freedom, life, a $200,- 
000 estate and all th a t goes to make 
man happy was apparently good. 
To­ 
day he is dead of a loathsome disease, 
contracted in jail while under sentence 
for murder. 
Ashton was taken to the Madison 
jail after his sentence, and pending 
the arguments on the w rit of error. 
He maintained his innocence of the 
murder of Mrs. Stone to the last. 
Despite the very best of 
care, bis 
disease developed into the worst type 
of black small pox. 
The body was 
buried in Madison at I* p. rn , as state 
regulations would not permit it to be 
taken away. 
The death may have considerable 
bearing in the contest over Daniel 
Stone's $200,000 estate. 
Those who 
support the will are now deprived of 
Ashton’s testimony. 
The case comes 
up I ©fore Judge Sale in the nextfew 
days. 
“ Unless we hear from you Ashton 
will be buried in fifteen minutes,” tel­ 
egraphed the Dane county sheriff to 
Attorney E. M. Hyzer this afternoon. 
Mr. Hyzer realizing th at prompt ac­ 
tion was necessary, replied : 
“ Purchase a lot at my expense, and 
give Ashton a respectable burial.” 
“ We intended to have Ashton’s re­ 
mains placed in a metalic casket, well 
sealed, and brought down to Fulton to 
be buried among his relatives and 
friends,” said E. F. Carpenter this af­ 
ternoon. 
“ This hurry to get the body 
out of the way prevents doing this,and 
as a matter of course he will be .buried 
in Madison. 
Later the remains may 
be removed.” 
Ashton's life in Rock county was 
seven years and three months almost 
to a day. 
All this time he spent on 
the Stone farm. 
He came from Can­ 
ada November IG, 1887. 
His home in 
Canada was ia Wharton, Lower Gan­ 
ado, where he owneJ two farms. 
He 
came to Wisconsin once on a v;eit be­ 
fore moving here and at that time, 
1883, he went as far west as Iowa to 
inspect seme of Daniel Stone’s land. 
He didn't find the land and came back 
to Janesville. 
Stone paid his expenses 
back to 
Canada but 
said nothing 
about his coming to Wisconsin to live 
until five years later. 
Then Stone 
wrote to Ashton and asked him to

It locks as though a happy day of 
emancipat/on was approaching for 
that unfortunate class of individuals 
whose distinguishing mark is a visor- 
likc hood and chin rest of leather. 
They are victims cf sarcoma, a can­ 
cer which fastens its malignant roots 
to tho jaw of the sufferer and yields 
only when removed, bone and all, by 
the surgeon's 
knife. 
What has 
rendered this operation particularly 
distressing was the hideous and last­ 
ing disfigurement which it entailed. 
Once the knife had cutaw ay half tho 
lower jaw, the unfortunate victim 
bade farewell to solid food for all 
time to come. 
Mastication was im­ 
possible. and tho remaining half of 
the jaw could be held in place only 
by a grewsomo har ness hooding the 
head and bracing the cleft chin. 
Dr. 
Charles Mc Burney and Surgeon Den­ 
tist Westlake of New York, with a re­ 
markably ingenius yet 
simple me­ 
chanical invention, have changed all 
this, and unfortunates minus half a 
lower jaw can now be readily rehabil­ 
itated, with the powers of mastica­ 
tion retained as well as with outward 
semblance of health and anatomical 
completeness. 
This was experim ent­ 
ally determined in a quiet way one 
year ago, when a Mr s. Kiddoo, of 
Savannah, Ga., submitted to an op­ 
eration by Dr. Mc Burney. 
Half of 
the lower jaw was removed and Dr. 
Westlake’s appliance was substituted. 
It was a remarkably successful ex­ 
periment, and without 
disfiguring 
hood or externally applied support of 
any kind Mrs. Kiddoo has, says the New 
York Herald, been living undenting 
as though nature's equipment had 
not been curtailed in the least degree. 
The appliance destined 
to save 
sufferers from the disfiguring hood 
and its accompanying necessity of 
liquid food is simplicity itself. A'ter 
the bone is removed 
tho patient’s 
lower jaw, or what remains of it, is 
fastened firmly in proper position by 
means of a metal plate, which holds 
it firmly to tho upper jaw. 
This is 
to prevent the distention of the 
muscles, which would naturally fol­ 
low an operation. 
During the two 
weeks in which this plate remains 
in undisturbed position tho patient 
is fed through a small 
aperture 
placed at the center of the mouth. 
When tho plate is removed tho teeth 
in tho upper jaw over the amputated 
half are firmly clasped with gold. 
So arc the teeth on the lower jaw 
close to the 
place of amputation. 
This accomplished, it only remains 
to connect the gold-clasped upper 
and lower teeth with a line but strong 
spring and the work is perfectly 
done. 
That delicate spring is the 
key to the puzzle which for years 
has defied solution. 
It takes 
the 
place of the amputated bone, holds 
tho half jaw in position and does its 
full share in the work of mastication. 
So much depends ut?on th*« s 


that a surprisingly delicate test is 
employed iii determining its proper 
strength. 
The aim is to have it con­ 
form in tills particular to the muscu­ 
lar power of the remaining half jaw. 
To properly determine this delicate 
ligatures of silk are fastened to tho 
patient's teeth, upper and 
lower. 
Tho free ends of this thread are 
coiled around an exceedingly sensi­ 
tive scale and the patient is ordered 
to move his remaining jawr in all di­ 
rections. 
Registered 
on the scale 
are the degrees of force exerted, and 
I Ii is record is used as a guide in fix­ 
ing the strength of the all-important 
spring.
